Please amend claims 1, 5, 7, 
12 and 16 as follows: 

Claim 1 (Currently amended). A method for printing N collated copies of a document 
on a printer, N being an integer greater than one, the method comprising: 

providing a computer and a printer the computer distinct from and coupled in 
data communication with the printer: 

receiving a document at the computer and the printer the document including 
a reguest to print N collated copies of the document: 

determining at the computer whether the printer has capacity to print N 
collated copies of the document at a comput e r syst e m s e parat e from th e pr i nt e r ; and 

if it is determined that the printer has insufficient capacity, then sending a 
modified version of the document from the computer to the printer (N-1) times, 
wherein the modified version of the document includes a reguest to print one copy of 
the document. 

i f th e printer has i nsuff i c ie nt capacity, thon perform i ng tho fol l ow i ng st e p N 

t i m e s: 

s e nd i ng a sing le copy of th e docum e nt from th e comput e r syst e m to

Claim 2 (original). The method of claim 1 wherein the capacity is a memory 
capacity. 

Claim 3 (original). The method of claim 2 wherein the capacity is a memory capacity 
to store one copy of the document in a print ready form. 

Claim 4 (original). The method of claim 1 further comprising: 
storing a copy of the document.

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Claim 5 (Currently amended). The method of claim 1 wherein the determining step 
comprises: 

s e nd i ng to th e pr i nt e r a print job r e qu e sting N col l at e d cop ie s of th e 
dooumont; and 

awaiting receipt from the printer of a message regarding a sufficiency of the 
printer's capacity. 

Claim 6 (original). The method of claim 5 wherein the message regarding the 
sufficiency of the printer's capacity is initiated by the printer. 

Claim 7 (Currently amended). The method of claim 5 wherein the determining step 
further comprises: 

detecting when a first copy of the document has been printed by the printer; 

and 

if the first copy of the document has been printed by the printer before receipt 
from the printer of an indication that the printer's capacity is insufficient, then 
concluding that the printer's capacity is sufficient. 

Claim 8 (original). The method of claim 5 wherein the awaiting step comprises: 
polling the printer. 

Claim 9 (original). The method of claim 8 wherein the polling step comprises: 
querying a PML object. 

Claim 10 (original). The method of claim 8 wherein the polling step comprises: 
querying an SNMP object. 

Claim 1 1 (original). The method of claim 8 wherein the polling step comprises: 
embedding a status request in a print job; and 
sending the print job to the printer.

A computer readable medium on which is embedded 
a computer program, the program comprising one or more instructions for performing 
a method of printing N collated copies of a document on a printer, N being an integer 
greater than one, the method comprising: 

receiving a document at a computer system, the document including a 
request to print N collated copies of the document; 

determining at the computer system whether the printer has capacity to print 
N collated copies of the document at a comput e r syst e m s e parat e from th e print e r ; 
and 

if the printer has insufficient capacity, then sending a modified version of the 
document from the computer system to the printer (N-1) times, wherein the modified 
version of the document includes a request to print one copy of the document.

The computer readable medium of claim 12 wherein the 
capacity is a memory capacity. 

Claim 14 (original). The computer readable medium of claim 13 wherein the 
capacity is a memory capacity to store one copy of the document in a print ready 
form. 

Claim 15 (original). The computer readable medium of claim 12 further comprising: 
storing a copy of the document. 

Claim 16 (Currently amended). The computer readable medium of claim 12 wherein 
the determining step comprises: 

s e nding to the pr i nter a pr i nt job roquost i ng N co ll at e d cop ie s of th e 
docum e nt; and 

awaiting receipt from the printer of a message regarding the sufficiency of the 
printer's capacity. 
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Claim 17 (original). The computer readable medium of claim 16 wherein the 
awaiting step comprises: 
polling the printer.
